SCHOOL REPORT. 


ScHoout No. 1. The summer term of 8 weeks and 9 scholars, and 
winter term of 10 weeks and 12 scholars, were taught by Miss Nel- 
lie J. Mitchell. Although the scholars were nearly all small they 
showed a good degree of progress and thorough drill. 


ScHOOoL No. 2. The report is, two good schools. No. of scholars 
the first term, 10; second term, 14. 


ScHOOL No.3. Summer term of 8 weeks and 10 scholars, and 
winter term of 10 weeks and 12 scholars, taught by Miss Mary Bb. 
Pollard. Both terms were very successful. 


ScHoot No. 4. The summer term of 8 weeks and 7 scholars was 
taught by Miss Etta F. Youngman, with fair success. 

Winter term of 10 weeks was taught by Miss Addie C. Currier. 
No. of scholars, 7. Miss C. is one of our most successful teachers. 


“ScHoot No. 5. Summer term taught by Miss Olie M. Hilliard. 
This was her first term. Miss H. has a naturul gift for teaching and 
bids fair to go higher if she continues in the good work. 

Winter term was taught by Miss Susie O. Bean. Miss B’s quali- 
ties as a teacher can be learned from her pupils and friends.

ScHooL No. 6. Spring term was taught by Miss Kate C. Allen. 
This, being her first term, shows her superior natural ability as a 
teacher. 

Fall term was taught by Miss Nellie F. Brennan of Manchester. 
Miss B. proved to be one of our best teachers. 


ScHooL No.7. The summer term, with 10 scholars, taught by 
Miss Kate Eagn, with fair success. 

Winter term by May E. Perley. The closing exercises evinced 
the most thorough drill and practical knowledge of the studies. Miss 
P. is one of our best teachers. 


SCHOOL No. 8. Summer term was taught by Miss Susie O. Bean 
and the winter term by Miss Kate Egan. This schoo! sustained very 
poor report last year, and the teachers were hardly able to bring or- 
der out of chaos. + 


ScHOOL No. 9. Summer term was taught by Miss Ida R. Thomp- 
son with fair success. . 7 
Fall term of 31 pupils was taught by Miss Vina A. Dole of Wash- 
ington. Miss D’s. popularity is too well known to require comment 
here. 
GENERAL REMARKS. — 
To teach, interest and discipline a schoo] requires a teacher ‘who 
is alive in the work,—who has love for the business, rather than a 
pecuniary object. Many of our teachers fail through the want of in- 
fluence over their scholars. A teacher may pass smoothly through 
the term and please most of the scholars, and yet accomplish noth- 
ing except amusement during the whole length of the term. A 
school may continue and live under such instruetion, put will not be- 
come what it might be with a more efficient and earnest teacher, who 
has the ability and will do the work, though all the elements oppose. 
There are teachers who will succeed in any school. Those are the 


ones to employ. If they demand a large compensation, pay it; for 


we believe a good short school is better tnan a miserable long one. 

The health ad comfort of our children ought to be sufficient rea- 
son for keeping our school houses in repair. 

There is need of more uniformity in text-books. Also, maps, 
charts, blackboards, globes, &c., are very much needed. 

As wesshall have to wait till ‘‘the moving of the waters” before 
we have what is needed, the great question remaining for us to solve 


is this, Taking things as they are—our school houses, text books, —

teachers, limited school noney, and pupils as we find them—, how 
ca i we secure the best results with what we have to do? What is 
the most we can do for our children in the few months in each year 
they attend the district school ? | 

Grievous complaints are often made in relation to the government 
of schools by many persons who never darken the doors of the 
school.room and consequently know nothing of their perplexities. 
To such we say, Visit the school-room, surprise by your presence 
your children; learn by observation the trials of a teacher; extend 
the right hand of friendship; cheer and support by your counsels, 


_ rather than discourage by your fault finding.
